Timothy T. Ansbe rry, alternate del- 
f'gate from nhio. vviio riMpiestcd Sen- 
utor Borah’s coniiuittee on investiga­ 
tion of campaign ux pemiitures to un­ 
dertak e an investigation of the New 
York convention, has received a fav­ 
orable reply Horn the Idaiio senator. 
One of the trails which the cimimit- 
tee will be ask ed to follow will lead 
up to a charge that the McAdoo m an­ 
agem ent offered a i>rominent 
Ohio 
delegate the iiositioii of secretary of 
« late* in the McAdoo cabinet, provid(*d 
he would desert Governor Cox and 
lead his followers over to McAdoo. 
A nother report which the committee 
will be ask ed to probe is that a cer- 
fain rich individual, whose name is 
being mentioned, made a donation of

It had been hope» l by Ansberry and

Flax has been success­ 
fully substituted for wheat in a small 
portion of the spring wheat region. 
For many farm ers fiax is a highly at­ 
tractive crop as a substitute for part 
of their 
w heat 
This was demon­ 
strated by the cash returns from the 
1922 crops, which were high for flax 
und low for w heat 
As a result, flax 
acreage this year was increased to 
2,300,000 acres from 1,300,000 acres In 
1922. The present flax acreage Is the 
largest since 1913. 
Vet home produc 
tion will probably not supply half the 
home demand. We have Imported flax 
every year since 1909. Under the pres­ 
ent to riff of 40 cents a bushel, it is 
likely flax acreage will Increase still 
more. 
There has been a big increase in the 
number of sheep in the United States 
in the last two years, under the stimu­ 
lus of tariff protection and an active 
demand for wool. 
Two-thirds of our 
sheep are raised on the range and one- 
rhird 
on the farms. 
Many farmers 
who already have sheep can no doubt 
increase their flocks with profit, say 
live stock experts in the Department 
of Agriculture. 
Others, it is said. 
could profitably add sheep to the live 
stock enterprises. 
Sheep Rasing Profitable. 
In the lust year the farm price of 
sheep has 
risen from $4.80 to $7.50 u 
head; the farm price of wool has in­ 
creased from an average of 29 centi* 
a pound in 1922 to 38 cents. 
These 
advances have been a boon to many 
farmers whose major crops have not 
brought good prices. 
Further expan­ 
sion of the sheep Industry probably 
would be profitable. 
Farm ers in the seml-arki regions, 
especially in western North Dakota 
and eastern Montana, are finding that 
it pays them to grow corn on land 
which they have been accustomed to 
sumrner-fallow. With only a small ad­ 
ditional amount of labor required for 
planting 
and 
cultivating, 
they 
are 
growing a feed crop which helps them 
to broaden their live stock production. 
Experts of the Department of Agricul­ 
ture say that fanners in these areas 
who have enough live stock should 
plant as much corn as they can con­ 
veniently handle. 
If the present price of corn con­ 
tinues, it is believed it will be profit-' 
able to increase the corn acreage in 
most of the corn belt. 
In 1922 the 
spread in Ohio between the value of 
an acre of corn and that of an acre of 
wheat was wider than In any year 
since 1913. 
An acre of corn in Ohio 
j this year promises to be worth nearly 
twice as much as an acre of wheat on 
outs. In Chester county, I’a., the aver­ 
age value of an acre of corn giving the 
normal yield of Go bushels at 70 cents 
a bushel would be $4”, while the value 
of an acre of wheat yielding 25 bushels 
at 85 cents would be only $21, 
While 
this relation exists farmers naturally 
have a strong motive to reduce their 
wheat acreage and keep their corn 
acreage up to tile highest point con­ 
sistent with a balanced labor program 
and the maintenance of soil fertility. 
Wheat acreage has been cut down 
throughout 
the country 
since 
1919 
except 
in 
parts of the Northwest 
states, which are practically a one- 
crop aren. 
The location and size of 
farms In this one-crop territory often 
prevent any fundamental change In 
the type of farming. 
Yet farmers 
are introducing milk cows on their 
fit nils, or Increasing the number al­ 
ready owned. Some have been success­ 
ful with hogs and poultry, A combina­ 
tion of wheat, corn and live stock has 
been tried on some farms with good 
results. 
Farming conditions are more hazard­ 
ous In the Montana triangle than In 
any other part of the sprlng wheat 
area. 
Many of the “Ury** farms In the 
territory have been abandoned. Some 
of the farm ers who have stayed are 
trying mixed farming. 
Government 
experts believe there are prospects of 
success in some localities. 
Farmers Overlook Opportunity!. 
Farmers In some parts of the coun­ 
t y are overlooking opportunities to 
make money, In the opinion of depart 
merit experts. 
Investigators who re­ 
cently studied conditions around Al­ 
toona, Pa., found that the city shipped 
is 92 per cent of all the potatoes It 
consumed In 1022. 
Blair county, in 
•which the city Is located, Is a good po­ 
tato-growing 
urea. 
Farmers 
there 
might Increase their production great­ 
ly and still have the advantage of a 
Mrst-claas local market. 
Most of the 
Blair county fanners are dairymen. 
Probably dairying Is on the whole a 
more profitable occupation for them i 


than potato growing.

portation of $1.25 a hundred pounds, 
[md would command premium prices. 
High rail rates have shut out Yakima 
.potatoes from some formerly profitable 
markets, and a way to overcome this 
handicap Is ^urgently required. 


Gigantic Lumber Rafts. 
To compete successfully with the 
high-priced timber of the Southwest, 
a resourceful log Importer of San 
Diego has. it Is reported, adopted an 
Ingenious method of shipping lumber 
from Oregon to southern California. 
Gigantic rafts are made of the logs 
and they are towed down the Pacific 
coast behind small steamers. The rafts 
are cigar-shaped and average 700 feet 
In length, 30 feet in depth and 70 feet 
across. Two-thirds of the raft is under 


I water. 
The chains on a single raft 
weigh 115 tons and cost $10,000 
The 
first seagoing log boom made Its 1.000- 
miie trip twelve years ago, and since 
then more than sixty of the huge raft* 
have followed that course.

A tire will be less durable and of 
shorter life if used underinflated be­ 
cause of the friction and loosening 
effect up on it caused by the tire bend 
ing farther at its flex ing p oints than 
is intended. 
T his Increased bending, 
p articularly at the tire’s side walls, 
will tend to loosen the rubber from 
the fabric beneath, and may even sep ­ 
a ra te the various layers of fabric if 
underinflation Is continued. Also there 
a re more chances of the tire being 
p unctured, as n wider surface Is in 
contact with the road.

If garage floors are not k ep t clean 
and tires stand in a p ool of oil, the 
tread softens and the traction strains

wavy outline, eventually causing it to 
sep arate from the fabric body under­ 
neath, says Pop ular Science Monthly 
Probably the most dam age is ex 
p erlenced from grease in the differ­ 
ential Housing work ing out Into tin- 
brak e d rum s and then onto the side 
walls of the tires. 
This m ay result 
from loose bearings-, too m uch grea>e 
or from using grease not suitab le for 
differential. 
G rease and oil may be very easily 
removed by using a rag saturated in 
gasoline.

This automatic oil feed, while Illus­ 
trated and described as applied to a 
light car, may be used on any engine 
where the oil level must be kept at a 
predetermined height.

by Garage Grease*, 
It Is pretty generally known that 
gasoline, grease, oil and other fatty 
substances are solvents of rubber. 
If garage doors are not kept clean 
and tires stand in a pool of oil, the 
tread softens and the traction strains 
in service stretch the rubber In a 
wavy outline, eventually causing it to 
separate from the fabric body under­ 
neath, says Popular Science Monthly 
Probably the most damage Is ex 
perlenced from grease In the differ­ 
ential Housing working out into tin* 
bruke drums and then onto the side 
walls of the tires. 
This may rt-suli 
from loose bearings, too much grease 
or from using grease not suitable I'm 
differential. 
Grease and oil may be very easily 
removed by using a rag saturated in 
gasoline. 
Gasoline, although a sol 
vent, evaporates quickly, and, lf ap­ 
plied in small quantities, will not 
cause any Injury when used as a 
cleaning agent.

The great library of Pergamum in 
Asia Minor, which Plutarch says con- 
t ined 2(X),0(X) volumes, was ultimately 
sent to Alexandria as a gift to Cleo­ 
patra from Antony, with the view to 
making good in some measure the loss 
which had been caused by Caesar. 
“ Keep Them Reading,” Goth Motto. 
“At any rate the Athenians had be­ 
come book-lovers by the time of the 
Invasion of the Goths, for it is re­ 
lated that one of the Gothic chiefs, 
on finding some of hts soldiers on the 
point 
of 
burning 
the 
libraries 
of 
Athens, told them to leave the books 
to the effeminate Greeks, as the hands 
accustomed to the 
smooth 
papyrus 
would feebly grasp the brand of tho 
v ardor. 
“Under tile Greeks tin* parchment 
used in m aking.the scrolls 
was so 
greatly improved that by Roman times 
’a good many varieties 
were 
to be 
found on the market, and the Egyp­ 
tian ink in use then has much of its 
ancient gloss and freshness today, In 
feet. Inkstands for two colors of writ­ 
ing lluIG, much like those we use, have 
been excavated front the ruln>*Vtf both 
Pompeii and Herculaneum, and one 
from tl»e latter city contained Ink, 
which, though somewhat thick, could 
still be used for writing. 
“Though Rome was slow t® develop 
an Interest in literature and ber first 
libraries were those which she took 
us spoils of war. by imperial times 
the library facilities of the city were 
far ahead of those of modem Europe 
before the middle of the Eighteenth 
century, 
“Constantine the Great founded in 
330 B. O. a library ut Constantinople 
which grew under his successors until 
It contained one ca’ two hundred thou­ 
sand volumes, among the more valu­ 
able manuscripts being the only au­ 
thentic account of the proceedings of 
the council of Nice and a manuscript 
of Homer written In letters of gold 
on serpents’ skin which measured 120 
feet in length. Despite the fact that 
several fires played havoc with the 
collection, from this library have come 
some of the choicest treasures now t » 
be found in the libraries of Europe 
Hungary Had Great Collection. 
“Another library which lost some of 
its treasures to thirty of the great 
libraries of Europe and others in ob­ 
livion was the famed Co twins, collect.

Doctor Hadden, who recently made 
an extensive Investigation of the race 
In its natural element In western A us­ 
tralia, emphasized the unique oppor­ 
tunity afforded for studying a prlmi- 
tive people, who, he declares, are fust 
dying out. 
“There can he no question that there 
will he few natives left in twenty or 
thirty years,” said 
Doctor Iladden. 
“They have never become civilized; 
they have been deteriorated by civili­ 
zation. 
Because there will he few of 
them left in the near future It is nec­ 
essary that all possible Information be 
obtained as soon as possible. 
It is a 
cnse of now or never."
